Three years ago, Japer Place High School instituted a new and most 
unusual program. It remains, today, the only program of its kind in Ed- 
monton offering students the educational opportunity of a lifetime. 


The Jasper Place Zoo is a collection of over 100 exotic animals cur- 
rently residing on the second floor of the school tower. Up to 30 high 


. school students are given indepth training in the care, nutrition, manage- 
q ment, and handling of a wide variety of animals including snakes, lizards, 
. turtles, ferrets, skunks, parrots, and monkeys. Field trips to larger 


zoological facilities are an integral part of the program for the students, 

exposing them to a vast array of employment opportunities. In addition, 

the Jasper Place Zoo is an extremely popular field trip site for other 

schools and institutions. Each year the Zoo hosts over 100 tours involv- 

ing more that 2000 people, ranging in age from 2 to 92 years old. 

Numerous senior citizens, handicapped people, and disadvantaged 

i children have had a chance to interact with animals they could only before 

: observe in books and on TV. The Zoo is also visited by international 

. field trips of students and staff from Japan, Germany, France, and the 
United States. 


The Zoo Program offers the students an opportunity to visit the 
zoological facilities of the Edmonton Valley Zoo and Calgary Zoo. 
Students receive “‘behind-the-scenes”’ tours where they meet professional 
zookeepers and the animals in their care. These special experiences allow 
students to learn more about exotic animals and discover whether they 
wish to pursue employment in the area of animal husbandry. This year 
the students have set some ambitious goals. One is to visit a number 
of zoological locations in California such as the Los Angeles Zoo, Sea 
World, Safari Park, and the San Diego Zoo. Eighteen students and four 
adult supervisors are scheduled to travel to California at the end of June 
to visit the aforementioned facilities over a nine day period. We have 
all agreed to commit to raise 65% of the cost through a variety of fund- 
raising schemes. Recently, the parents of the students in the Zoo Pro- 


gram formed a non-profit Association to coordinate fund raising for the 
Field Trip.
